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Tax Cut 


HARRISBURG (AP) - Gov. 
Shapp said Wednesday he would 
go along with a reduction of a 
2.5 per cent income tax in a 
year’s time — if he could get 
that tax percentage now. 
“I would accept a temporary 
tax of 2.5 per cent that spelled 
out that the tax remains — but 
that the (future) rate might be 
Jess,” he said at a news confer­ 
ence. 
He also backed down from 
previous statements that he 
would not approve stopgap ap­ 
propriations past July 31. 
“ The only type of stopgap that 
could foe considered would be 
one to take care of the needs of 
our prisons, hospitals and the 
emergency measures to provide 
services,” Shapp said. 
Shapp said welfare payments 
would comprise an emergency 
measure but that salaries of 
state employes did not necessari­ 
ly fall in that category. 
The governor made it clear, 
however, that he still felt there 
was time for the legislature to 
approve a 1971-72 budget and 
tax program before July 31. 
SUFFICIENT TIM E 
“ We have sufficient time this 
week and next to pass a budget 
and a tax bill,” he said. 
The budget currently Is be­ 
fore the Senate where majority 
Democratic leaders are trying 
to line up enough votes for pas­ 
sage. 
Shapp’s proposed 2.5 per cent 
tax on gross income is before 
the House. But it will not act on 
the tax measure until the Senate 
approves the spending program. 
Shapp said he was evaluating 
legislative suggestions for furth­ 
er budget cuts in addition to the 
$119.8 million he already pro­ 
posed. However, he echoed his

Girl Dies at Church Picnic 


The 40th annual picnic of a local church took on a tragic 
note Wednesday afternoon when a 14-year-old girl died 
suddenly after swimming at Beulah Land Park, Lower 
Pottsgrove Township. 
Cathy May Slaybaugh, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Calvin 
L. Slaybaugh, Birdsboro RD 2, was pronounced dead by 
Dr. Herbert Seto at 3:45 p.m. in Medical Center East. 
The youth, scheduled to enter the eighth grade at 
Daniel Boone High School this fall, was among 650 persons 
attending the picnic of Emmanuel Lutheran Church. 
Dr. John A. Hoffa, Montgomery County coroner, said 
an autopsy is scheduled this morning to determine the' 
cause of death. 
The Rev. Martin L. Acker, pastor of the local church, 
said the “ death was a terrible shock to those attending the 
event. 
“ The nurses, lifeguards and ambulance attendants did 
everything possible to save her. It was just hopeless.” 


Pastor Acker said he was standing 75 yards from the 
scene when he saw Joanne Eppehimer, a lifeguard, climb 
down from her seat and walk over to the Slaybaugh girl. 
At that time, he recalls, the girl seemed to rest her 
head on her arm. 
The minister immediately went to the pool area and 
noticed the teen-ager ill. 
Within minutes the lifeguard was joined by four nurses 
who took turns applying mouth-to-mouth resuscitation on 
the victim as well as heart massaging. 
“ But all of this was futile,” Pastor Acker said. “ Even 
the oxygen supplied by a Good Will Ambulance attendant 
didn’t help.” 
Attempts at the hospital also failed, and the youth was 
pronounced dead by Dr. Seto. 
Pastor Acker mentioned that prior to the sudden death

Germait Train 
Crash Kills 25 , 
Injures 100 


KARLSRUHE, 
Germany 
(Ap) — The eight-coach Swit­ 
zerland Express, carrying be­ 
tween 300 and 400 passengers, 
jumped the tracks on a curve 
Wednesday, killing 25 persons 
and injuring about 100, police 
said. 
Holger Boener, head of the

more dead may yet be in the 
wreckage. 
The electric locomotive and 
the next six cars plunged down 
an embankment and hurtled 
into a house, killing a child and 
injuring two adults in the dwell­ 
ing.

30 minutes after the train left 
Basel on its run to Copenhagen.

Buckley Calls His Secret Documents a Hoax 


NEW YORK (AP) — With a 
broad grin, editor William F. 
Buckley Jr. revealed Wednes­ 
day that publication in his Na­ 
tional Review of so-called se­ 
cret Vietnam documents was a 
hoax. 
Buckley said the documents 
were composed by editors of 
the magazine “ ex nihilo”—out 
of nothing. 
The intended purpose, Buck­ 
ley told a news conference, was 
to demonstrate in regard to the 
earlier Pentagon papers “ that 
the Pentagon and the CIA are 
not composed of incompetents 
... 
that 
forged 
documents 
would be widely accepted as 


genuine provided their content 
w'as inherently plausible ... 
that the challenge in Southeast 
Asia was an aspect of the glo­ 
bal challenge to the West, not 
a local affair.” 
Later, Buckley told a report­ 
er at his Manhattan apartment: 
“If the advice given in the 
magazine had been followed, 
we wouldn’t be in Vietnam to­ 
day. The point is that the pa­ 
pers, or something like them, 
must have been written. There­ 
fore, one concludes that the dif­ 
ficulty was not that the Penta­ 
gon and the CIA gave LBJ bad 
advice, but that LBJ didn’t 
take good advice.” 


Buckley’s revelation of the 
hoax 
came 
after 
suspicion 
, arose when several persons list­ 
ed as authors of the printed 
documents couldn’t recall writ­ 
ing them. One flatly denied au­ 
thorship credited to his name. 
It was not the first put-on 
staged by the 45-year-old Buck­ 
ley, brother of New York’s con­ 
servative Sen. James L. Buck­ 
ley. In 1965, William Buckley 
ran unsuccessfully for mayor of 
New York, stringing together 
long and little-known words, 
but summing up by saying that 
if elected he would “ demand a 
recount.” 
Buckley founded the National 


Review in 1954 to further his 
political outlook, which he de­ 
scribed as radical conservative. 
Referring to the secret docu­ 
ment hoax, Buckley said: “ The 
idea arose at an editorial meet­ 
ing two weeks ago yesterday. 
We were discussing the Penta­ 
gon papers as released and the 
fact they were ideologically 
tendentious. 
“I, in fact, initiated the idea. 
I said, ‘Hey, team, what do you 
think about this-- ?’ We were 
remarking on the point Max­ 
well Taylor made that the pa­ 
pers were fragmentary. 
“ We reasoned that others at 
that time saw what was actual-

Modern transportation and communi­ 
cations m ay hav e made the world a v ery 
sm a ll place for most people, but for 
some it is as larg e and remote as ev er.

For now plans are 
underway to study the Tasaday s, and 
that will mean more publicity , g reater 
intrusion into their primitiv e env iron­ 
ment and more contact with the outside 
world. With all that, of course, will come 
a different kind of life for the Tasaday s. 


It will be interesting to the rest of us 
to find out more about these people and 
how they manag ed to surv iv e in a world 
which passed them by centuries ag o. But 
What of the Tasaday s? Will their life be 
improv ed in the process? 


The answer to that depends upon one’s 
definitions of happiness and civ ilization.

That was true so long as the strateg y of 
nuclear stalem ate prev ailed. It would 
no long er be a fact if the balance tipped 
precipitously in fav or of Moscow.

A woman called The Mercury recently and 
asked, “ when are y ou g oing to use a story on the 
poor boy with the collapsed lung s and the com* 
paig n to g et him an iron lung ." 


The editor who took the call was somewhat 
taken aback. “ What do y ou m ea n?” he asked. 


The caller ex plained that a boy from Liniield 
put a v acuum hose down his throat and it suck­ 
ed out the air collapsing the lung s. Now he needs 
an iron lung and ev ery one is sav ing cellophane 
tapes to g et him one. 


What he was using to breath with until he 
g ot his iron lung wasn’t ex plained.

“ Do y ou know the boy ?” the editor asked. 


“ I don’t but a friend of mine does,” he said. 
“ Someone put a hose down the boy ’s mouth and 
turned on the water and it flooded the boy ’s lung . 
Now he needs an iron lung or he will die. This 
company will g iv e him one if we collect 10,000 
cig arette packs.” 


The caller was told the story wa sn’t true and 
he, too, became indig nant. 


Within a couple of hours another person ca ll­ 
ed about a boy who was bitten by a rare snake 
and his lung s became paraly zed. This lad reeded 
an iron lung or he would die.

Legislature Alo n e Holds th e Key

In the monumental scramble 
and thrash currently under way 
over where, if, when and how 
Pennsylvania’s 
$3 
billion-plus 
spending boondoogle proposed 
by Gov. Milton J. Shapp is to 
be cut, one key point seems 
to be largely overlooked. 
This is that in simplest terms 
the entire “ operation” 
rests 
solely in the laps of Penn­ 
sylvania’s legislative branch. 
We 
would 
underscore 
the 
word “ solely.” 
His excellency may merely 
recommend what the spending 
proposal 
should 
be 
(in 
his 
estimation) for the Keystone 
State during a fiscal year. 
In the final analysis, though, 
it is the legislature — and not 
the governor — that makes the 
decision as to what Pennsylvan­ 


ia’s taxpayers must underwrite. 
For example, to exaggerate 
for emphasis, the legislature 
could 
chop 
his 
excellency’s 
budgetary 
proposal 
from 
$3 
billion to $1 billion — and about 
all the governor could do would 
be froth and fume, or perhaps 
in extreme circumstance, turn 
in his track shoes. - 
The point to be made and 
underscored, however, is that it 
is the legislative branch that 
holds the key as to what is 
to be spent — not the executive 
branch. 
Thus, in the end, who will 
be to blame for whatever finally 
is developed on the spending 
and tax front will not be his 
excellency — but rather Penn­ 
sylvania's locally elected 253 
lawmakers. 
Of course, in the public eye 
this isn’t quite the way it 


usually works out; a governor 
and 
his 
administration 
in­ 
variably seem to wind up as 
t h e 
final 
repository 
for 
placement of any blame during 
the course of a gubernatorial 
tenure. 
Few seem 
to 
realize 
the 
almost 
absolute 
power 
and 
authority 
of 
the 
legislative 
branch. 
It stretches far beyond the 
realm of fiscal and tax matters; 
the legislature can even order 
you to keep your pet pooch from 
emitting its occasional yipe — 
although admittedly such an 
extreme would be going to the 
dogs; one might even say such 
a legislative move would be 
tantamount to barking up the 
wrong tree, politically, that is. 
Or, to stretch it another point, 
aside from quieting yapping 
beagles and members of the 


canine world, the legislature 
has within its power the right 
to throw the governor out on 
his ear — boot him right out 
of office — ignominious though 
it may be. 


In fact, this very route has 
been suggested already by one 
member of the august Senate, 
Sen. 
Thomas M. 
Nolan 
of 
Allegheny County, who let his 
irritation be known in no un­ 
certain terms over Gov. Shapp’s 
declaration that he would not 
go along with “ stop gap” ap­ 
propriations after the end of the 
month. 
Quoth Sen. Nolan: 
“ If he tries to shut down the 
state after Aug. 1, he will be 
failing in his responsibilities, 
and we will move to impeach 
him.” 
Interesting part about this 


pronouncement 
is 
that 
Sen. 
No l a n 
is 
not 
an 
anti­ 
administration 
Republican — 
but a “ fellow” Democrat of the 
same 
political faith 
as his 
current excellency! 


The Nolan expostulation, or 
explosion, 
or 
whatever 
you 
prefer to call it, again serves 
to 
underscore 
the 
actual 
inherent power and authority 
i n v e s t e d in Pennsylvania’s 
legislative branch — a power 
and authority that should be 
exercised most specifically in 
the case of the current spending 
and tax hassle. 


(We’re referring to the power 
and 
authority 
— 
not 
im­ 
peachment). 
A governor doesn’t tell the 
legislature what to do; 
the 
legislature tells the governor 
what he can do.

The trouble with being a 
comedian is that some people 
expect you to be “ on” all the 
time. They expect jokes to fly 
from you like bullets from a 
Gatling gun.

Anyway, I was quite thrilled 
when 
the 
city 
fathers 
of 
Memphis named a street after 
me in that lovely city. But the 
people who turned out for the 
occasion did not expect to hear 
a state of the nation speech 
from me. They weren’t ready 
for Danny Thomas to make like 
he was addressing the United 
Nations on the threat of nuclear 
power. 
They came for laughs. So I 
did my best I told them that 
my first thrill came when the 
street was named after me, and 
my second big moment when 
a cop gave me a parking ticket 
on it. 
Naming 
streets 
after 
en­ 
tertainers is nice — but it could 
get out of hand. 1 rolled the 
words Danny Thomas Avenue 
over in my mouth and thought 
of the day there might be a 
Tiny Tim Terrace, Liberace 
Lane, 
John 
Wayne 
Walk, 
Sinatra 
Street, 
Joey 
Bishop 
Boulevard, Phyllis Diller Drive. 
See what I mean? 
The Memphis street doesn't 


bear my name because I’m the 
funniest comedian in the world 
or an all-round great guy. A 
good many years ago I paid 
off an old debt and, indirectly, 
the street bearing my name 
followed. 
If there is a person in this 
country who has not heard the 
story about how I prayed to 
St. Jude to give me a sign that 
I 
should 
remain 
in 
show 
business, and how I promised 
to honor him with a shrine, then 
that person must have been in 
residence all these years in a 
Kentucky mine shaft or hunting 
yaks in Outer Mongolia. 
I made a deal with St. Jude 
— if that is what you can call 
an agreement between a saint 
and sinner. I swore that if he 
would indicate that I should 
keep 
plugging 
away 
as 
a 
comedian at a time when I was 
earning a fin a night in some 
pretty crummy clubs, then I 
would keep my word and build 
a shrine. 
Well, St. Jude kept his word. 
Within three years I jumped 
from $5-a-night to $500-a-week 
and then $1,250 weekly. I am 
not telling you this to impress 
you, but merely to emphasize 
the importance of prayer and 
having faith in what you believe 
you should do with your life. 
Still I owed St. Jude that 
shrine. St. Jude is known as 
the patron saint of the hopeless. 
Somehow that title gnawed at 
me. I knew it was true, of 
course, but wished it were 
otherwise. I would like to have 


him referred to as patron saint 
of the hopeful because that is 
why we pray to him. 
The shrine was on my mind 
one day in Chicago in 1946 when 
I was praying in St. Clement’s 
C h u r c h . I absentmindedly 
picked up a pamphlet from the 
pew and read it. It was about 
St. Jude and how he helped 
stricken children. I don’t need 
an entire church to fall on me 
to tell me something. It was 
St. Jude’s way of telling me 
what kind of shrine he wanted 
— and for me to get moving. 
I realized hospitals do not 
build 
themselves. 
I 
started 
talking up this proposed hospital 
everywhere I went to raise 
money for an institution that 
would treat children of all faiths 
and colors who have one thing 
in common — they needed 
medical 
help. 
We 
raised 
millions of dollars to begin work 
on St. Jude in Memphis. But 
it was not until 1962 that the 
hospital opened its doors, and 
we patiently waited and worked 
until 1968 before we were able 
to burn the $6,180,000 mortgage 
on the hospital. 
Money may be the root of 
all evil, but money can also 
be a source of good, great good. 
St. Jude’s medical director, 
Dr. 
Daniel 
Pinkel, 
is 
a 
dedicated man. Unlike many of 
our 
good 
medical 
men 
on 
television he does not heal with 
miracles. He deals in reality — 
another way of saying dollars 
and cents. He told St. Jude’s 
directors recently: “ The sur­ 


vival of this institution is now 
on 
the 
line. 
Our operating 
budget is expected to show a 
$400.000 deficit by the end of 
1971.” 


In other words, we would be 
in the red. But you might note 
that Dr. Pinkel at no time 
suggested the hospital cut back 
its 
services 
to 
kids 
whose 
parents lacked money, and at 
no time did he consider turning 
even one youngster away. 


Because we live in a tight 
money situation, we have to 
watch where our dollars go. But 
I can tell you you’ll be a whole 
lot happier and a better person 
if you watch them head towards 
St. Jude's. 


Send any amount you want 
to St. Jude’s in Memphis. If 
you send a donation and ever 
get a parking ticket on Danny 
Thomas Avenue in Memphis, 
don’t worry about it. It’ll be 
on me.

Shapp Leans 
To Future 
Tax Cut 


(Continued from Page One) 
chief financial adviser, A. Ed­ 
ward Simin, in saying that even 
substantial cuts would not allow 
a tax rate of less than 2.5 per 
cent. 
Asked if a 2 per cent rate 
would suffice Shapp said, ‘'The 
cash flow requirements are such 
that 2 per cent will not generate! 
sufficient revenues to operate,1 
even with cuts.” 
Shapp said that even $319 mil­ 
lion in cuts, $200 million more 
than he proposed would not help 
the problem of cash flow— the I 
actual flow of money into the 
State Treasury. 
He admitted, however, cuts 
would ‘‘generate a surplus at the1 
end of 1972-73, and that’s the 
time to talk of tax reductions.” 
The governor said he could ac­ 
cept a 2.5 per cent tax with a 
provision that the rate would be 
reduced in the future. 


CUT PURCHASES 


On another subject, Shapp 
called for passage of legislation 
to curb the sale of environmen­ 
tally damaging, high-phosphate: 
detergents. He ordered all state 
agencies to cut back on pur­ 
chases of such cleaning com­ 
pounds. 
He also announced the ap­ 
pointment of Walter J. Vicinel- 
iy, of Masontown, as chief of 
the Division of Mine Safety in 
the Department of Environmen­ 
tal Resources. 
He will earn 
$16,180 annually. 
In his phosphate announce­ 
ment, Shapp said he ordered a 
halt to purchases of cleaning 
compounds containing more than 
8.7 per cent elemental phos­ 
phorus by Dec. 31. The content 
must be cut to less than 2.2 per­ 
cent by Dec. 31, 1972. 
“ Scientific studies have clear­ 
ly indicated that phosphorus- 
based compounds in synthetic 
cleaning agents, of the type of­ 
fered for sale within the Com­ 
monwealth and discharged into 
its surface and ground waters, 
are an undesirable major cause 
of water pollution,” Shapp said. 
He noted that two bills were 
before the legislature to pro­ 
hibit sale of heavily phosphate 
cleaning agents. 


Vicinelly has served as an 
underground mine inspector for 
the Commonwealth since Feb­ 
ruary 1967. His appointment is 
effective July 29.

Hill School Given Permission 
To Erect Signs on Rou te 422 


A request by The Hill School 
aimed at making it easier for 
strangers to find the school has 
been granted, a state lawmaker 
disclosed Wednesday. 
State Sen. Edwin G. Holl, who 
made the request repeatedly to 
state highway officials, reported 
the success 
after 
years of 
rejection. 
The requests focuscd on a 
desire by The Hill School to 
erect signs along Route 422 
showing its location. But each 
time Holl brought the request 
to the highway engineers, it was 
turned down because of an 
overall 
policy 
of the 
State 
Department of Transportation. 
That policy prohibited the 
erection 
of 
non-state 
signs 
anywhere on the right of way, 
which means along the high­ 
ways. 


DIRECT VISITORS 
Officials of The Hill School 
said they need some way to 
direct many out-of-town visitors 
to the school and because of 
the confusion on the Pottstown 
Bypass, the need for the signs 
was more pressing. 
Strangers driving east or west 
on Route 422 and approaching 
Pottstown are directed by large 
state signs onto the bypass. But 
once they are on the four-lane 
roadway they usually drive past 
Pottstown and wind up in either 
Sanatoga or Douglassville. 
Hill School officials feel if 
they could place signs at key 
locations along Route 422, there 
would be fewer visitors spen­ 
ding extra time in the Pottstown 
area searching for the school. 
Yet 
each 
time 
Sen. 
Holl 
brought the 
request to the 
Department of Transportation 
he was sent a letter reminding 
him of the policy against non­ 
state signs along rights of way. 


“ Tell The Hill School to make 
arrangements to place the signs 
on private property adjacent to 
the highway,” Holl was advised. 
But he said that was un­ 
desirable, even if the school 
could obtain permission from 
the owners of the property 
because the signs would have 
to be so far back they wouldn't 
be seen and therefore would be 
useless. 
Earlier this year, with a 
change in the administration, 
Holl tried again, hoping the 
change also would result in a 
change of policy. 
Jacob C. Kassab was named 
by Gov. Milton J. Shapp as new 


secretary of transportation. But 
requests for highway signs are 
not sent to the secretary of 
transportation. 
They 
go 
to 
junior executives. 
The policy had not changed 
and the junior executives were 
preparing the familiar letter of 
rejection to send to Holl but 
at this point fate intervened, 
according to the lawmaker. 
NOTICED LETTER 
‘ ‘ A p p a r e n t l y Secretary 
Kassab noticed the letter of 
rejection, read it, and decided 
otherwise. 
“ He then directed the proper 
bureau within his department to 
clear the way for the placement 


of Hill School directional signs.” 
There 
apparently 
was 
a 
bonus. Holl said the signs are 
going to be placed at all major 
entrances to the borough, not 
only along Route 422. 
“ This is indicative of the way 
the government should act,” 
said Holl, “ and I will encourage 
Secretary Kassab in the future 
because of his willingness to 
judge individual issues on their 
merits, 
rather 
than 
tightly 
following a general rule.”

It takes more than a few wrinkles and gray hair to 
make a woman look old. 
A woman’s physical condition 
from head to toe tells a lot about her age. 
With regular 
exercise, you can start looking younger. 
Q. I’m only 30 years old, but I’m starting to notice some 
wrinkles on my neck. 
I take good care of my skin, but I 
haven’t done anything for the muscles that hold it in place. 
Can you suggest some exercises for my trouble ypot? 
Mrs. J. V. 
A. Start by standing up straight. 
Lines on the neck are frequently 
caused by poor posture. If you 
walk with your head held high, 
you'll never be troubled with a 
“ dowager’s 
hump,” 
and your 
neck will stay smoother longer. 
To strengthen your upper back 
and neck further, sit in a chair 
and raise your chin as high as 
possible while looking straight 
ahead. You should be able to 
feel a pull along your upper 
back. Do this five times a day. 
Sit with your head held high; 
keep your chin up, shoulders 
back, and your fingertips resting lightly on your shoulders. 
Let your head fall to your left and try to touch your ear to 
your shoulder. Straighten up and let your head fall to your 
right shoulder. (You won’t be able to touch your ear to your 
shoulder any more than you can kiss your elbow.) 
This 
exercise is good especially for your neck and jawline. 
I once read that a famous movie actress does this next 
exercise twenty times a day. She looks great, so it must 
work. 
Roll your head back and chew at the air. 
You’ll 
feel a pull down the entire front of your neck.

Q. I’m not overweight, but my thighs and fanny aie larger 
than they should be. Can you give me some exercises for 
these areas? 
Mrs. R. B. 
A. Stand up straight. 
Sometimes a fanny looks larger 
than it really is because its owner doesn't have good posture. 
Hack up to a wall with your feet six inches from the 
baseboard and your shoulders, fanny, and head touching 
the wall. Pull in your stomach and hold it in. Press your 
hands against the wall for support and march in place. Lift 
your right knee as high toward your chest as you can. Drop 
your foot to the floor and lift your left knee. 
Start with 
twenty steps and work until you can do thirty. 
OLD FASHIONED LEG SWINGS 
Old fashioned leg swings are good exercises for you. 
Hold the back of a stable chair with your right hand and 
swing your left leg forward and back, bringing your leg up 
as high as you can in each direction. 
Do ten swings and 
switch. 
Sit on the floor with your legs straight in front of you. 
Fold your arms across your chest and keep your head up. 
“ Walk” across the floor by pushing one leg in front of the 
other. 
Walk back to your starting position. 
Do ten steps 
in each direction and work until you can do two sets of ten 
steps.

Subcommittee 
approval 
would be only the first hurdle 
in an enormously difficult road 
ahead for such a bill, however. 
Besides being opposed by the 
Republicans, who warn that it 
would be vetoed by President 
Nixon, the bill raises the issue 
of aid to parochial schools that 
has killed all previous general 
aid bills. 
It is also being viewed skepti­ 


cally by civil rights groups, 
who don’t want the proposal for 
$1.5 billion to help schools de­ 
segregate caught up in such a 
controversy. 
Nixon first asked for the 
money to ease the burden of 
desegregation in May 1970, and 
the Senate passed it as a sepa­ 
rate measure in April of this 
year, further complicating the 
subcommittee’s position. That 
bill would do little for the 
schools in the districts of many 
northern Democrats on the sub­ 
committee, however, and they 
have taken the lead in trying to 
tie it to general aid. 
The new bill’s aim is to in­ 
crease federal support for the 
public schools from its present 
level of about 7 per cent of to­ 
tal operating costs to 10 per 
cent next year and up to 35 per 
cent by 1976. 
It has a provision that would 
make parochial schools eligible 
for “ secular, neutral or noni- 
deological services,” language 
taken from a recent Supreme 
Court decision spelling out what 
the court regards as a con­ 
stitutional form of parochial 
school aid. Pucinski said the 
language was worked out in co­ 
operation with Roman Catholic 
educators and has their approv­ 
al.

nority Hindu group but more 
than a million are reported to; 
be Moslems. 
Even as the refugees contin­ 
ue to pour into border areas, 
Indian government officials say 
they have made plans to care 
for them only until the end of 
; September. It is hoped there 
I will be a solution in East Pakis-i 
tan by then that will enable the 
refugees to return home. 
“ They muts go back,” said( 
relief coordinator P.N. Luthra. 
“ Otherwise, it will be bad for 
the Indian economy and bad for ! 
the

ilization. How could we still 
talk about freedom in our civ­ 
ilization if these seven million 
people 
can’t

dom?” 
Local officials say militant 
Marxist 
Communists 
already 
have tried to recruit followers; 
among the refugees. At one 
point, the officials say, the 


Marxists urged refugees to or­ 
ganize demonstrations to de­ 
mand more food and better liv­ 
ing conditions from the hard- 
pressed Indian authorities. 
“ If these refugees stay here 
for a few months more, there 
will be serious law and order 
trouble,” said H. R. Dasgupta, 
an administrative officer in As­ 
sam’s Cachar district. 


KEEP PEACE 
The 
government, 
banning 
processions by the refugees, 
has so far avoided trouble. But 
officials express worry about 
how long they can keep peace 
in camps where tens of thou­ 
sands of persons remain idle 
after their flight from East Pa­ 
kistan. 
In many border areas food 
prices 
have 
increased 
and 
wages have dropped because of 
the refugees’ presence. Some 
work as daily laborers for a 
quarter of the normal wages, 
undermining the market for lo­ 
cal workers. This angers Indian 
workers. 
Indian relief officials report 
the recent arrivals are worse 
off than the first families who 
fled from border villages when 
the Pakistan army last March 
crushed the improvised liber­ 
ation forces battling for an in­ 
dependent 
Bengali nation in 
East Pakistan. 
The recent refugees from the 
interior have walked for as 
long as 10 or 12 days under 
monsoon 
rains, Luthra said. 
They arrive with shrunken bod­ 
ies and stomachs bloated by 
malnutrition. 
Despite the government’s in­ 
sistence that they must even­ 
tually return home, the refu­ 
gees show few signs they are 
prepared to cross back over the 
border.
